Gleanings from National Headquar-

ters Notes from the Departments.

' memortTjm.- IN
Muster-ou- t of Col. Georgo T. Balch, Founder

of tho Fins Saiuto aud Patriotic Teaching
in the Public Schools His liiist Message
Through The National Tribune Biographic
Sketch by His Co-work- er, Wallnco Foster.
' This truth came borno with bier and pall,
I felt it when I sorrowed most,
'Tis better to bare loved and lost,
Than never to have loved at all."

So it was the poet Tennyson consoled him-
self for tho early loss of a beloved friend and
comrade. And so it is that mauy friends and
comrades and disciples of Col. Geo. T. Balch, tho
founder of tho flag sal uto and tho teaching of
patriotism in tho public schools, will console
themselves to-da-

Col. Balch is dead ; ho died in tho harness.
No soldier who perished on tho battlefield, was
more truly a martyr to his country's cause.
His was most unselfish, devoted service. A
bread winner through long weary days, ho
gavo his nights to the devising of plans and
compiling of works that would exalt his coun-
try and honor her flag.

When death camo and with the swift stroko
of apoplexy put an eud to his earthly labors, he
was at work upon a patriotic address to tho
women of tho Belief Corps, whoso ardent
espousal of tho cause bo loved, and for which ho
sacrificed his life, he so groatly appreciated.

He had expected to meet tho National dele-
gates at Pittsburg. "I have said to my com-

rade, Wallace Foster, that I will be thero if I
have to walk," were his words. Aud now he
isgouo; gono to a higher piano, aud tears aro
in all hearts.

Noble soldier, pure patriot, pionoer in tho
glorious cause of patriotic education, American
of Americans, patriot of patriots, ho has, alas,
gone. But ho has loft us his work as a pro-cio- us

legacy ; let us take it up and carry it for-

ward to completion.
col. balch's last messages.

Among tho last letters of Col. Bulch were sev-
eral addressed to the Editor of this department,
expressing his gratitudo for assistance given and
saying that ho had received moro encourage-
ment in a few mouths from tho women of the
Belief Corps who had taken up tho work, after
its presentation in Tub National Tribune,
than he had in the eight years during which he
had been confining his efforts to the teachers of
the land.

It is pleasant to know that this grand old
man was permitted to taste of the fruits of his
labors before his death. Tho accounts appear-
ing from time to time in The National Trib-
une of the patriotic awakening tho country
over, particularly tho formal adoption of the
flag saiuto by tho 60 San Francisco schools,
gave him great joy.

But even more happy was he in tho assuranco
that the flag saiuto would bo introduced into
the Ohio Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home,
Xettia, O., saying that "Certainly both teach-
ing patriotism and tho Declaration of Independ-
ence should bo accessible to tho children of
those who gavo their lives to their country."
Following aro extracts from letters:

"Our whole system of school training for a
century has been to tho last de-

gree, and is largely so to-da- But wo aro fast
waking up to tho fact that our Government
and all our experiences are different from those
of monarchical governments, aud all our teach-
ings should be different.

"To give my ideas form I spent six weeks in
May and June, 1691, visiting the 21 schools of
the Childreus' Aid Society, training, drilling
and talking to tho 5,000 children of 14 nation-
alities. To-da- y 7,200 children in those schools
salute tho National flag with great fervor each
morning.

"I am preparing tho draft of a letter which
I propose to address to all tho Department
Prcsidents'of the W.B.C in regard to how best
and practically take up and carry forward the
mighty work they havo undertaken, and the
word mighty is not illy chosen, for the work
of shaping and fixing tho habits of thought of
15,000,000 school children is a mighty problem
and a vast responsibility, aud that is precisely
what this action of the W.B.C. means.

"I have foryears been looking to the teachers
and educators the.land for aijdJfop theirthese children than to understandaid in this work, but I have rnado more prog
ress through tht zeal aud inspiration of the few
womeu who have been touched with the pat
riotic fire during tho last two months than in
my previous four years of labor with those
whom we suppose aro tho ones to look up to.
You may rest assured, therefore, that I am
heart and hand with the W.R.C. and tho loyal
women of the U. S. A."

In closing this letter Col. Balch promised an
early copy tho address to the W.B.C. ho was
preparing, also a sketch and photograph of
himself for The National Tribune. " I
have not," he said, "had a photograph taken
for years, but as The National Trihunb is
kind enough to consider it worth asking for, I
will accompany the sketch with picture."

As Mrs. Col. Balch, Twonty-sccon-d street,
New York, is arranging to carry out her sol-
dier' husband's plans, wo shall hope that all
these promises will yet bo fulfilled, that wo
may say that " Ho being dead, yet spoaketh."

LOOKING AHEAD.
Col. Balch had unbounded faith in tho

Woman's Belief Corps as an agency for dis-
seminating a knowledge patriotic teaching
and the flag salute, and he thought ho saw in
tho W.E.C. a medium for the enlistment
every body of patriotic women in the samo
high cause. In his very last letter ho wrote as
follows:

"Sooner or later, say, when tho W.B.C. havo
become conversant with the now duties grow-
ing out this new work in tho schools, they
must call in, uuito in one great body, on tho
common ground of patriotism, the other socie-
ties of women throughout tho country, such as
Lndies the G.A.B., Daughtors of Veterans,
Daughters of the Bevolutiou, the Colonial
Daughters, Loyal W'omen of American Lib-
erty, aud all others.

"I certainly believe tho W.B.C. will make
the patriotic work a magnificent success, but if
400,000 public-scho- ol teachers have failed, as
yet, to make any marked impression in tho
direction 15,000,000 public-scho- ol children,
130,000 members of tho W.B.C. will not en-
tirely, indeed cannot, occupy tho whole field.
Hence, the need of with others.
Please think this matter over, so it can take
form at Pittsburg in September."

In tho following biographic sketch Wallace
Foster, tho er Col. Balch, gives a
summary tho patriotic work our illustrious
exemplar has accomplished.

BKETCH OF COL. BALCH.
By Wallace Foster.

The earliest suggestions and practical appli-
cation of patriotic education and teaching
patriotism in the schools America, first
originated with Col. Goorgo T. Balch, Auditor
of tho Board Education of tho City of Now
York, whoso death from apoplexy has just oc-
curred. He deservedly earned the credit and
honor being the first person to iutroduco a
ritual for saluting the National flag in schools,
and was the author of tho "Methods Teach-
ing Patriotism," in which ho has received tho
highest indorsement from tho United States
Commissioner of Education, and many of the
best-kno- educators in the country.

In 1887 and 1838 Col. Balch first commencod
the patriotic work. As a result more than
a year's study tho " touomont-hous- c system"
of the city of New York, his attention was
turned to tho subject of patriotic education.
While investigating some aspects tho sub-
ject, his mind was unexpectedly directed to
that form of education for American citizen-
ship which refers moro particularly to tho va-
rious relations of tho child to tho town, tho
Slate, and the Nation.

It was about this time ho made tho acquaint-
ance of that great philanthropist, Charles
Loring Brace, founder of tho Children's Aid
Society of New York City. Col. Balch became
deeply interested in tho labors tho Aid So-
ciety, and put his whole soul into tho work of
ameliorating tho condition of tho children.

In these schools tens of thousands tho
children tho very poor, of noarly every raco
on tho face of the earth, and of ovory color,
children unable from extreme novortv. from
speaking a foreign language, irregular hours,
or other reasons to attend tho public schools,
have been taught what it means to be clean,
orderly, respectful and obedient to authority,
industrious, truthful, houest, and pure.

My first acquaintance and with
Col. Balch commenced in I860, aud that you
may better understand his patriotic motives,
allow me to give a brief history aud biography
of his life.

He was brought up In Now York City, and
tho growth and progress of tho city for tho past
50 years was quite familiar to him,

After a varied exporionco in commercial
affairs in New York and Ohio, ho In two years,
by his own personal eflfif ts, fitted himself and
entered the WestTroint Military Academy,
receiving his appointment from tho Western
Eeservo District, when Iiis father was a resi-
dent of Akron, O., and graduated third in his
class of 42 in tho year 1851.

Ho spent the following 15 years in tho Begu-la- r
Army, holding positions of great responsi-

bility nnd trust. For two years ho traveled ail
over tho United States inspecting arsenals, con-
dition, etc., giving him a valuable exporionco
at tho commencement of tho war of the rebel-
lion.

In May, 1862, by diroction of Secrotary of
War Stanton, who was hi warm friend, ho was
ordered to Washington to reorganizo the Ord-
nance Bureau of thojWar Dopartmeut, through
which bureau several hundred millions of dol-

lars' worth of war material was purchased, paid
for, issued to tho Army, and thoreafter duly
accounted for to tho Treasury Department.

After spending a year at West Point, as Pro-
fessor of Ordnance and Gunnory, ho loft tho
Army at tho close of tho year 1865, preferring
tho independence of civil life. In 1872 ho en-

tered the service of tho Erie Bailway Company
as Engineer in charge of tho Now York and
Now Jersey property.
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In 18S5 and 1886 ho was Export Engineer in
tho oflko of tho Commissioner of Accounts in
tho city of Now York, and in tho Spring of 1830
ho received an order to mako an exhaustive
examination of the Dopartmont of Health.

Through theso examinations ho recoived now
strength in his patriotic work, nnd became
deeply interested in tho tonomont-hous- o sys-

tem. After this he spent months in tho State
Library at Albany getting out statistics in re-

gard to tho number and nationality of emi-
grants landing in Now York City prior to 1847,
when the Emigration Commission was estab-
lished.

This investigation led him to trace tho social
condition of tho emigrants in tho homes from
which they camo, aud in thoso researches
particularly as regarded tho condition of tho
working classes in Ireland aud England for tho
last 100 years.

He spent a yoar in tho libraries in New York,
mainly the Astor, which having a complete filo
of parliamontry papers from 1801 to tho presont
time, afforded him unusual facilities for tho
study of tho English social conditions, etc.

In tho Spriug of 1888 his attention was first
called to tho subject of our public schools and
their relation to patriotic education. Ho be-

came intensely interested in tho whole matter,
so much so that ho felt constrained to address
tho Presidout of tho Board of Education of
Now York in a letter dated Sept. 4, 1888.

In pursuance of tho subject, in tho Fall of
1888 he communicated with all tho Stato Super-
intendents of Public Instruction throughout
tho United States, received all their last reports
and went through them all. He obtained from
them a list of somo 5,000 County, City, and
Town school officers, with whom ho proposed to
communicate for tho purpose of ascertaining
tho uumberof parochial or otherdcnomiiiational
or sectarian schools in tho United States. Ho
found that to carry out his plan would cost
over $1,000, and ho was obliged to abandon it.

March 6, 18S9, ho was elected Auditor of the
Board of Education for tho City of Now York,
and temporarily gavo up his work of investi-
gation. Ho has been doing a grand, patriotic,
and Christian work for tho 21 Industrial schools,
with their 7,000 children, who aro exclusively
of foreign birth or foreign parontage, and
mainly from tho most ignorant class of citi-
zens.

In January, 1889,' Coir jBalch comraoncod a
careful cxamiuation'of each of the 21 schools
of tho Children's Aid Society, a task which
occupied somo two months. This examina-
tion embraced the rplations existing between
the teachers nnd tho parents, and family what
stops had been taken or what special exercises
were observed to awaken and stimulato a spirit
of patriotism among) the scholars; and if in
use, how far they had beau successful.

The teachers welcomed (tho movement in ail
thesovschools, aud cspcqjaily tho principals,
who found a keen apprepjuition of tho impera-
tive necessity of developing and encouraging
a distinctly Amcricafi ideal, of how important
it was that tho chird should understand just
what tho school was'for,"hnd why the childron
attended it, and their future destinies a3 Amer-
ican citizens. Firmly believing that "what-
ever wo wish to sco introduced in tho life of a
Nation, must first be introduced in tho life of

4its schools," what could bo moro important

personal relation to tire-countr- y of their birth
or adoption, tho privileges which were theirs
to enjoy, and the love of country which would
bo developed as they gradually became familiar'
with its history aud the many radical differ-
ences betweou its institutions aud political
principles and thoso of all other nations?,

Any plan which would succeed with theso
children could surely succeed under any other
conditions. Such a plan has been formulated
by Col. Bulch, and ono of its elementary steps
consists in the salutation of our National flag
hi' tho pupils of every one of the 21 Aid Schools
at the daily morning exercise.

In May and June, 189, tho pupils were all
visited, and the plan explained to the children,
in which there was a wonderful overflow of en-

thusiasm that would havo done credit to our
young Americans.

The introduction of tho saiuto was so success-
ful that it was decided to tako anothor step in
training theso children in Aniericau ways and
customs, aud let tho pupils voto to decide
whether they would contiuuo to saiuto the
flag every uforuing until tho next annual
election. The first patriotic election took placo
Nov. 1, 1891, at 1 p. m., simultaneously in tho
21 schools of tho socioiy.

Out of 5,138 children and teachers enrolled
on the day, 4,306, or 82 per cent., voted. Of
these, 44 voted against tho proposition, and
4,262, or 98.9 per. cent., in favor of tho salute.
There was no interference or electioneering to
influcnco tho children in thoir votes, but it was
left for them to choose of their own free will and
accord. The second patriotic election took
place Nov. 7, 1892, aud lias continued with tho
same regularity as our Stato elections.

Such were some of the considerations and ex-
planations which led Col. Ibilch to so warmly
espouse tho cause of patriotism aud tho educa-
tion of our rising generation in a lovo for our
country and flag. In a recent lotter ho said :

"I propose, under God, to give all that us

to me in life, that I may in some de-
gree repay the inestimable gift conferred upon
me by being born in tho 19th century, a citizen
of this grand Bepnblic."

In all my life I have novor been personally
acquainted with anyone who threw his wholo
energy aud soul into a labor of lovo and patri-
otism for his fellow-ma- n as fully as did my
ideal American cltizon as set forth in tho char-acto- r

and lifo of Col. George T. Balch. Ho was
a sincere and earnest Christian gentleman, who
loved his country and flag with adevotion that
mado him a true-bor- n American hero.

Tho graud old hero is silent in death, but his
patriotic instructions will live forever, build-
ing up a generation of loyal, patriotic Amori-ca- n

citizens, who will honor tho namo aud lifo
of Comrade George T. Balch, and mako his
lifo immortal among the graud army of horocs
who havo responded to tho last tattoo and aro
in line with tho hcavonlyhost waiting for the
final muster-ou- t of tho onco great army of
Union patriots.

rious Divisions Electioir of Off-

icers, etc.

It now lacks but a few weeks of May 30.
Tho Chaplain-in-Chie- f, Dr. E. Weldon Young,
of Seattlo, Wash., has prepared, and for-

warded to each Division Chaplain, two Memo-
rial Services, designated as A and B. Ho
believes it is tho earnest desire of every Chap-
lain to havo tho report of that Department
tho most complete, accurate, and compro-hensiv- o

that hm ever been presented.
Both of the Memorial Services have tho entire

approval of the Commander-in-Chie- f, and will
bo a part of tho roport of tho Chaplain at tho
next annual Encampment. In speaking of tho
duties of the Chaplain he says:

"Besolve to make your work a success;
work for that end with all your energies, and
believo mo that in spite of discouragements,
disappointments, and bard times, you will sur-
pass your fondest hopes, and that when you
retiro from your position you will take with
you the satisfaction of having givon yonr Di-

vision tho best work, tho best results, and tho
best administration of this Department that it
has over received."

Tho Chaplain-in-Chi- ef does not intend that
tho Servico shall be obligatory, but that they
serve simply as an outline, subject to such
alterations as the Camps may find it necessary
to make. Tho Chaplain fnrthcr says:

"Memorial aorvico A will be used only at
such places a3 there may be no Post of the
G.A.B., or whon a Post has invited the Sons of
Veterans to conduct tho ceremonies of tho day,
or where one or more cemeteries of a city may
bo given over to the Sons of Veterans to conduct
the services.

".Memorial servico B will only bo used at
snch timos as tho Camp may by vote of tho
G.A.E., or regularly-appointe- d committco rep-
resenting the same, bo invited to join them in
tho observances of the day.

" Camp3 at all times, and especially on Memo-
rial Day, are expected to assist the Grand Army
in such manner as may seem most expedient
to that organization. And that, without assum-
ing it as a right or offensively urging it 'as a
duty, Camps, whenever opportunity offers, will
render such assistance as may bo desired in a
prompt and effective manner.

"Each Camp is expected to parade in uni-
form, with white gloves, regulation badge, etc
(see Sec 1, Art. XV., C E. and E.), officers with
side-arm- s.

" Every brother is expected to conduct himself
in a dignified, reverend, and military manner;
to render prompt, efficient, and obedient serv-
ice to his superior officers; to nse bis influence
in making May 30 moro of a holy and les3 of a
holiday, to do all that he can to give a more gen-
eral observance and a deeper significance to tho
day by a personal participation with bis Camp in
the religious services of Memorial Sunday and
the various nublic ceremonies of Memorial

" Captains should send a detail from Camps to
place flags (miniature) ou tho grave of every
veteran ou May 29.

Ho
says: "Tho bill returned herewith includes
associations of Sons of Vetorans among thoso
entitled toparado with firearms in public, but
exempts them from any liability to be called
to the assistance of tho National Guard. If
any exception of this sort is mado in favor of
the Sons of Veterans, thero would seem to
no good reason for refusing the samo privilege
to any other reputable body of citizens, and all
kinds of citizen organizations could, with pro-

priety, demand the right to parade in public
with firearms."
